He said such a bill could 


bring in some $6 million of 
revenue and would be "a good 
piece of legislation to bring 
logical revenue to Nebraska 
cities." 


The committee also recom- 


mended these bills: 


Maintenance — A bill pro- 


viding for the State Highway 
Dept. to be responsible for 
the general service mainte- 
nance of all state roads, high- 
ways and bridges, even those 
going through cities like Lin- 
coln. 


Fund — Providing for an 


urban highway fund m which 
10% of primary and second- 
ary funds would be matched 
by the state. The estimated 
$3 million of revenue from 
this bill would go to the con- 
struction of the state highway 
system based on a state suf- 
ficiency rating 


Cigarets—A bill allowing an 


increase of one cent to the 
cigaret tax for funding of 
parks and recreation and fire 
and police pensions. The bill 
is expected to bring in $1.5 
million per year. 


A. G. Wurst, the league's 


executive secretary-treasurer, 
said the league's legislative 
committee determines which 
bills will be submitted and 
does not take a vote of the 
delegates. 


"If we can bat 500 on these 


bills in the Legislature the 
league has done something 
for the municipalities," said 
Fitle, the Omaha city at- 
torney. 


"We are going to need the 


help of all municipalities on 
the bills." 


Fitle told delegates consid- 


eration is being given to an 
amendment bill to allow Oma- 
ha to be one of the cities able 
to issue revenue bills against 
gasoline tax revenues. 


Fitle told

There is only di- 
vision of work, but no differ- 
ence in human dignity be- 
tween the cadres and the 
fighters. 


"In treating and educating 


the fighters, we must follow 
chairman Mao's instructions, 
treat them as equals, proceed 
from fraternal class feeling, 
adopt the democratic method 
of persuasion and education, 
instead of the rude method of 
coercion and force." 


This implied that at least 


in some instances "coercion 
and force" had been used, and 
possibly had aroused opposi- 
tion.

"In treating and educating 
the fighters, we must fo Ho w 
chairman Mao ’s instructio ns,

o í persuasio n and educatio n, 
instead o f the rude metho d o f 
co ercio n and fo rce.”

Taxes and Polities 


When political parties get together in state 


convention, not much is expected in the way 
of public policy. *

Nebraska Democrats did the unexpect- 
ed in their state meeting last weekend, 
though, and took a firm and constructive 
stand on the issue of foremost public im- 
portance in Nebraska—taxation.

The Democrats now are on record in favor 


of a combination state sales and income tax 
if the 1965 income tax law is repealed by 
voter* in November. 


It's too bad, maybe, that the party felt 
it must make its position conditional on the 
outcome of the income tax referendum. But 
inasmuch as political observers are virtually 
unanimous that the income tax will be junked, 
tMs pretty well establishes the future tax 
course of the party. It can be assumed that if 
the income tax should survive the voter as- 
sault the party would not seek its repeal by 
the Legislature. *

Whatever happens, it can be hoped that 
Democratic officials and office holders 
will honor their platform more than they 
have in the past two years. 


In 1964 the party went on record to sup- 


port the Legislature in its efforts to revise 
the tax laws. 


While this might have seemed innocuous 


enough at the time, top party officials from 
Omaha and the party's principal office holder, 
Gov. Frank Morrison, did exactly the opposite. 
They strenuously opposed the efforts of the 
Legislature to revise the tax laws and, failing 
In this, encouraged the public to repudiate 
the work of the Legislature. 


Belatedly, Gov. Morrison now concedes 


that property taxes should not go higher and 
he, too, is ready to turn to a combination 
sales-income levy in the event of the demise 
of the income tax. It is regrettable that the 
governor withheld this support until it was too 
late to be effective. 


Nonetheless, the Democratic party has 
taken a positive, constructive position on the 
essential matter of taxation. For this it is to 
•be congratulated.*

And surely the Republicans, at their 
state conclave on Friday, are compelled to 
be equally forthright and helpful in re- 
forming the tax laws of the state. 


Hazard on the Interstate 


It is tragically ironic that maintenance of 


the safety-engineered Interstate Highway 
•hould itself contribute to accidents — two 
very serious ones north of Lincoln recently in- 
volving one fatality and some critical injuries.

The State Highway Department very 


'wisely has curtailed its road repair activi- 
ties on the Interstate while It reviews its 
procedures. It is hoped that the hazards 
can be at least partially eliminated.

The troublesome operation was the burn- 


ing of weeds between the concrete passing 
lane and the asphalt shoulder next to the me- 
dian. It is important that weeds be eradicated 
there, both for appearance and protection of 
the surface. 


The Highway Department is cognizant, of 


course, of the danger of the slow-moving burn- 
ing equipment at the edge of the driving lane 
and has taken some precautions. The recent 
accidents would appear to stem in part from 
failure to observe safety regulations already 
in effect. 


Highway officials report, for instance, that 


the warning truck following the burner is in- 
structed to drive on the shoulder as much as 
{possible, extending only two feet or less into 
the driving lane. Accident reports on both 
mishaps show, however, that the truck was 
occupying nearly the entire driving lane at 
the time of impact. 


Any safety rules will be no better than 


the care with which they are observed. 
*

It -would seem, though, that as long as 


weeds must 'be burned so near the driving 
area, a somewhat safer procedure could 
be devised for doing it. 
* 
* 
* 


To begin with, the burning equipment 


presently is mounted on the center of the 
tractor, making it necessary for the machine 
to straddle the weeds and for half the tractor 
to extend into the driving lane. Surely a burn- 
er could be devised that would permit the ma- 
chine to ride entirely on the shoulder with 
the burning apparatus attached to its side. 


Rather than a wide truck to carry the 


warning sign behind the burning rig, this job 
might be done by a jeep or some other nar- 
rower, lighter vehicle that could drive en- 
tirely on the shoulder. 


And even if it would entail a little more 


effort and expense, the hazard involved would 
appear to justify a system of fixed signs well 
in advance of the equipment. These could be 
moved from point to point as the burning 
equipment proceeds.

Granted, all this undoubtedly is easier 


said than done. But in the interest of safety 
it can be hoped that the Highway Depart- 
ment uses its moratorium to improve on 
its techniques for *bis operation.

South Africa's Critical Transition 


Washington—A crisis for Western states- 


manship has been opened in the Republic of 
South Africa following the assassination of 
Prime Minister Hendrik Verwoerd. 


Verwoerd in his life was by South Afri- 


can Boer standards actually 
something of a racial mod- ' • 
erate, if very far from that t 
by the liberal standards of ' 
the West, and this central 
reality will become painfully 
clear now that he has gone. 


Indeed, his assassin, a 


naturalized white citizen of 
Greek birth, was motivated 
not by conviction that Ver- 
White 


woerd was too tough on the blacks but rather 
that he was insufficiently concerned for the 
poor whites. 


Verwoerd's essential service to South Af- 


rica, and for that matter to the rational 
world outside, was never understood by for- 
eign critics. They saw him only as a h a r s h 
symbol of racial segregation. But. it was only 
his dogged resistance that prevented Boer 
forces far tougher than himself from carry- 
ing racism even farther than it had ever 
gone.

In a word, among the dominant South 


African Boers he was in truth a figure of 
moderation. His successor, B. J. Vorster, is 
something else altogether.

There is far more likelihood under Vor- 


ster for a hardening than for a softening of 
South Africa's racial policies. The core of the 
problem for the West, therefore, is to find 
means to persuade him not to follow his nat- 
ural inclination and thus side with the Far 
Right for more and more repressive meas- 
ures. 


Tl»« unbroken history of this whole busi- 


ness has been that the more the outside 
world Ms assailed South Africa under any 
ftyen Hfeime the more that regime has turned 


to further repression of the blacks and the 
lower has fallen the domestic influence of 
such moderating forces as exist in the coun- 
try. 


All this being the reality, the alternatives 


before Western statesmen are clear. The 
tempting and easy approach to Western (poli- 
ticians, of course, will be to engage in bitter 
denunciations of Vorster as an arch-racist and 
to join African and Asian states in the United 
Nations which soon again will *e demanding 
economic and even military measures against 
South Africa from outside.

This would provide a fine outlet for emo- 


tionalism; but it would also be totally de- 
structive to genuine Western interests. For 
it would only arm the Far Right in South Afri- 
ca. It would not, it could not, shake Vorster;

Other 
men had long been dead when so honored. 


His party did not always treat him kindly. 


In 1959 he was surprisingly and unceremoni- 
ously dumped as Republican House leader by 
a vote of 74 to 70 at a Republican caucus in 
a coup engineered by Rep. Charles A. Halleck 
of Indiana. 


When he lost the minority leadership, he 


also lost the limousine and the chauffeur that 
went with the job. As a tribute to Martin's- 
popularity, the House in an unprecedented 
action voted to provide a limousine and chauf- 
feur to any former speaker as long as he re-, 
mained in the House. Martin was the only one- 
who qualified. 


A bachelor, Martin shunned most of 


Washington's social affairs. Until Ms health 
•started failing in 1959, he missed few sessions, 
of the House and was an active campaigner 
for all Republicans.

Hazard o n the Interstate 


It is tragically iron ic that main ten an ce of 
the safety -en gin eered In terstate Highway 
should itself con tribute to acciden ts — two 
v ery serious on es n orth of Lin coln recen tly in ­ 
v olv in g on e fatality an d some critical in juries. 


An y safety rules will be n o better than 
the care with which they are observ ed. 


The State Highway Department v ery 
wisely has curtailed its ro ad repair activ i­ 
ties o n the Interstate while It rev iews Its 
pro cedures. It is ho ped that the hazards 
can be at least partially eliminated. 


It wo uld seem, « ho ugh, that as lo ng as 
weeds must be burned so near the driv ing 
area, a so mewhat safer pro cedure co uld 
be dev ised fo r do ing It. 


The troublesome operation was the burn ­ 
in g of weeds between the con crete passin g 
in * an d the asphalt shoulder n ex t to the me­ 
dian . It is importan t that weeds be eradicated 
there, both for appearan ce an d protection of 
the surface. 
The Highway Departmen t is cogn izan t, of 
course, of the dan ger of the slow-mov in g burn ­ 
ing eq uipmen t at the edge of the driv in g lan e 
an d has taken some precaution s. The recen t 
acciden ts would appear to stem in part from 
failure to observ e safety regulation s already 
in effect. 
Highway officials report, for in stan ce, that 
the warn in g truck followin g the burn er is in ­ 
structed to driv e on the shoulder as much as 
possible, ex ten din g on ly two feet or less in to 
the driv in g lan e. Acciden t reports on both 
mishaps show, howev er, that the truck was 
occupy in g n early the en tire driv in g lan e at 
the time of impact. 


To begin with, the burn in g eq uipmen t 
presen tly is moun ted on the cen ter of the 
tractor, makin g it n ecessary for the machin e 
to straddle the weeds an d for half the tractor 
to ex ten d in to the driv in g lan e. Surely 
a burn ­ 
er coukl be dev ised that would permit the ma­ 
chin e to ride en tirdy on the shoulder with 
the burn in g apparatus attached to Hs side. 
Rather than a wide truck to carry the 
warn in g sign behin d the burn in g rig, this job 
might be don 
lon e by a jeep or some other n ar­ 
rower, lighter v ehicle that could driv e en ­ 
tirely on the shoulder. 
An d ev en if it would en tail 
a little more 
effort an d ex pen se, the hazard in v olv ed would 
appear to justify a sy stem of fix ed sign s well 
in adv an ce of the eq uipmen t. These could be 
mov ed from poin t to poin t as the burn in g 
eq uipmen t proceeds. 


Granted, all this undo dbtetly is easier 
said than do ne. But In the Interest o f safety 
It can be ho ped to at to e Highway Depart­ 
ment uses Its mo rato rium to Impro v e en 
its techniques fo r this o peratio n.

istrants who otherwise would 
be deferred in the 1-Y cate- 
gory. 


The 1-Y category is for 


men who would be "qualified 
for service only in time o! 
war or national emergency" 
and covers deferments for 
both mental and physical rea- 
sons. 


The Pentagon action was a 


followup to Defense Secre- 
tary Robert S. MeNamara's 
announcement 
Aug. 23 of 


plans to take in 40,000 men- 
tally or physically substan- 
dard men by next June 30 and 
100,000 a year thereafter. 


At that time, McNamara 


linked, his action to the war 
on poverty and described the 
armed forces' education sys- 
tem as a potentially impor- 
tant tool in that effort.

Washington (UPI)—Mental standards for the draft will 
go down Oct. 1, increasing the number of men available for 
military service by 20,000 annually. 
In announcing the revision 
of standards, the Pentagon 
also said additional s t e p s 
would be taken in early 1967 
to qualify at ‘her 20,000 reg­ 
istrants who otherwise would 
be deferred in the 1-Y cate­ 
gory. 
The 1-Y 
category 
is 
for 
men who would be “ qualified 
for service only in time of 
war or national emergency” 
and covers deferments for 
both mental and physical rea­ 
sons. 
The Pentagon action was a 
followup to Defense Secre­ 
tary Robert S. McNamara’s 
announcement 
Aug. 
23 
of 
plans to take in 4 0,000 men­ 
tally or physically substan­ 
dard men by next June 30 and 
100,000 a year thereafter. 
At that time, McNamara 
linked his action to the war 
on poverty and described the 
armed forces’ education sys­ 
tem as a potentially impor­ 
tant tool in that effort. 
The military’s educational 
system would be used to cor­ 
rect the mental faults caused 
by poverty and leading to 1-Y 
deferment, he said. 
Within the Pentagon, the 
changing of standards for in­

ics, or teaching. Her children 
have gone to college; her hus- 
band is at work all day, and 
she wants to start teaching 
again. Often her husband— 
not understanding her desires 
or her need—says she must 
not work outside the home. 


In a research paper, Miss 


Helen Colton quotes Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller, who said, 
"It is imperative for the wel- 
fare of the nation . . . that 
women's talents be utilized to 
the fullest in our society." 


Miss Colton points out that, 


with the increased longevity 
of our people, only half of a 
woman's life is likely to be 
devoted to child-bearing and 
child-raising. Since she usu- 
ally has had her last child 
by the time she is 27, when 
she is 37, her children are 
spending much of their day 
in school; and by the time 
•he is 50, her children are 
all likely to be married and 
on their own. If she should 
live until 75—she may be 
able to spend 15 or 20 years 
doing work that will make her 
happy and will be of great 
value to her community. 


Miss Colton says that in the 
city of New York, there are 
50,000 white-collar jobs going 
begging, and many could be 
filled by women. Today, it is 
hard to get teachers, and it 
is even harder to get nurses 
for hospitals. 


A husband with good sense, 


if he has a highly intelligent 
and well-educated wife, per- 
haps with managerial ability, 
may do well to encourage her 
to go out and help her city 
and her country. 


Clare Boothe Luce once 


said that "to an appalling ex- 
tent, the vast sums spent on 
educating American women 
are wasted." She meant hun- 
dreds of thousands of college 
women, after they are mar- 
ried, do not put to use any 
particular skill that t h e y 
learned in college. 


But an intelligent woman's 


getting a college education is 
good because it can add so 
much to the richness and 
pleasure of her life. It can 
bring her many friendships, 
and it can add much to an 
able husband and to her com- 
munity. 


It is said that thousands of 


girls go to college mainly to 
get a good husband, and com- 
monly they do get a better 
husband than they would have 
gotten with only an eighth 
grade education. B u t no 
young person can be exposed 
to four years of college with- 
out coming away much the 
better for it. 


Helen Colton says "One can 


recognize the degree of civili- 
zation of a people just by not- 
ing the amount of respect the 
men pay to women, and the 
amount of freedom they give 
their wives."

President McCain Enthusiastic About College ’s Parsons Image

A new college in Nebraska 
that readily claims a close 
association with Parsons Col­ 
lege — that's Gen. J ohn J . 
Pershing CoUege at Beatrice. 
While oth­

school,

shing President Virgil Mc­ 
Cain is enthusiastic about his 
school’s Parsons image. 
Initial impetus for a Beat­ 
rice college came from radio 
ex ecutiv e G. C. Pentz and 
automotiv e 
equipment 
dis­ 
tributor Stanley Woita. 
Parsons Presi'ent Millard 
Roberts was contacted, and 
his Consultants, Inc. was re­ 
tained to help launch the 
idea. 
In a single meeting Rob­ 


erts "sold” the college to 
about 15 0 community leaders 
who in sev en weeks secured 
subscriptions of 1639,000 and 
the donation in trust of a sec­ 
tion on land at the southwest 
edge of town fo. a campus 
site. 
On Oct. 5 the doors of a 
super-plush dormitory com­ 
plex 
and 
an 
ultra-modern 
classroom-office building will 
be opened to a hoped-for 8 00 
freshmen. 
The Parsons influence be­ 
comes apparent upon a look 
at the 26 full-time faculty 
roster. Nine are from the 
Iowa school, including Acad­ 
emic Dean Richard Brengle 
“ Dr. Roberts was v ery gen­ 
erous in releasing staff mem­ 
bers to come to Beatrice,” 
said McCain, “ but he warned 
us, ‘J ust try to hire some 
more nex t y ear’.” 
The team-teaching plan in 
v ogue at Parsons wul be used 
at Pershing, although adapta­ 
tions will hav e to be made in 
a new school registering only 


freshmen and with a smaller 
enrolment. 
The ex tent of team teach­ 
ing will depend somewhat on 
the department head, accord­ 
ing to Brengle. 
The team-teaching plan in­ 
v olv es three edhelone or lev ­ 
els of instruction. 
Lecturers, whose salaries 
will av erage around $13,000, 
meet with large classes — 
sometimes sev eral hundred 
students—one or two hours 
per week to present basic in­ 
formation. 
Class discussions for groupe 
of 20 or X students are con­ 
ducted by instructors, whose 
salaries range from $7 ,000 to 
$9,000. 
Students who need special 
help or who hav e specific 
problems get it from third- 
echelon faculty members, the 
tutors, whoee salaries are be­ 
tween $5 ,000 and $7 ,000. 
Essentially , 
t h e 
team- 
teaching plan enables stu­ 
dents to hav e contact with a 
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top-lev el authority in t h e 
field, to participate in regu­ 
lar classroom activ ities, and 
to receiv e more indiv idual at­ 
tention than would be possi­ 
ble from one fully -scheduled 
instructor. 
Pershing, like Parsons, will 
operate 
on 
the 
trimester 
schedule. 
There will be three six ­ 
teen-week terms per y ear. 
By making use of Saturday 


mornings 
and 
by 
holding 
classes all 16 weeks rather 
than taking a week or two 
off for final ex aminations, 
the equiv alent of a full se­ 
mester of work will be com­ 
pressed into the shorter term. 
The trimester plan makes 
it possible for the student 
who wishes to carry a full 
16-hour load y ear-round to 
complete baccalaureate re­ 
quirements in 32 months. 
Or the student who needs 
to hokl a part-time job can 
carry a 12-hour schedule and 
Still be graduated in less 
than four y ears. 
Cost of attending school at 
Pershing is lower than at any 
other four-y ear priv ate col­ 
lege in the state, according 
to McCain. 
Total cost for a full-time 
student is $7 00 per trimester 
including 
tuition, 
activ ities 
fees, 
board 
and 
carpeted 
room with bath. 
Paid student applications 
hav e been receiv ed from stu­ 


dents in 21 states as of Aug. 
26. 
McCain and Brengle admit 
that their recruiting efforts 
hav e been aimed largely at 
the populous eastern states, 
and they would like to hav e 
more than the 39 students 
registered § o far from Ne­ 
braska. 
Pershing will not hesitate 
to 
accept 
“ second-chance” 
students — those who hav e 
been unsuccessful in other 
colleges — prov ided t h a t 
there is ev idence to indicate 
future success. 
“ This does not mean that 
our standards will be low,” 
McCain 
warned. 
“ Students 
who fail to maintain a 2.0 
(C) av erage will be placed 
on scholastic probation, and 
if they do not remov e their 
probationary status, they will 
be separated from the col­ 
lege.’ 
Although accreditation to 
the North Central Assn. can­ 
not be achiev ed until a col­ 
lege has graduates, Pershing 


has receiv ed assurance that 
its students will be accepted 
for transfer to the Univ ersity 
of Nebraska and the state 
colleges on the condition the 
student continue to maintain 
an av erage of at least 2.0 in 
the new institution. 
Sev eral other colleges hav e 
agreed to accept transfers 
from Pershing unconditional­ 
ly . 
Pershing, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
will 
accept transfer 
students from other colleges, 
but will not allow credit for 
grades of D or below. 
A l t h o u g h 27 separate 
courses will be offered in nine 
different departments, Per­ 
shing 
subscribes 
to 
t h e 
“ c o r e ’ 
curriculum — no 
classes that appeal to only a 
half-dozen or so students. 
Faculty members will be 
hired on a two-trimester per 
y ear basis — two terms of 
teaching and one off. 
The two teaching terms will 
be dev oted strictly to teach­ 


ing with no research or writ­ 
ing. Such activ ities during 
the four-month v acation pe­ 
riod are not discouraged, but 
neither are they required. 
Music and phy sical educa­ 
tion are v ery much a part 
of the Pershing curriculum. 
A t h l e t i c Director Bob 
Gates, former Univ ersity of 
Nebraska assistant basketball 
coach, has lined up a 22- 
game interschol&stic basket­ 
ball schedule for this y ear, 
and a baseball team will be 
fielded in the spring. 
S c h o l a r s h i p s 
total­ 
ling $25 ,000 are av ailable for 
the current y ear in addition 
to $15 ,000 in athletic scholar­ 
ships. 
With $2.7 million worth of 
buildings ready to go on open­ 
ing day , another $3 million 
worth of dormitories are al­ 
ready in the works. A sci­ 
ence complex will not ba 
ready 
for 
occupancy 
fo r 
another y ear, but a science 
faculty is being hired now.

Parsons Presi 'ent Millard 


Roberts was contacted, and 
his Consultants, Inc. was re- 
tained to help launch the 
idea. 


In a single meeting Rob- 


erts "sold" the college to 
about 150 community leaders 
who in seven weeks secured 
subscriptions of $639,000 and 
the donation in trust of a sec- 
tion on land at the southwest 
edge of town fo. a campus 
site. 


On Oct. 5 the doors of a 


super-plush dormitory com- 
plex and an ultra-modern 
classroom-office building will 
be opened to a hoped-for 800 
freshmen. 


The Parsons influence be- 


comes apparent upon a look 
at the 26 full-time faculty 
roster. Nine are from the 
Iowa school, including Acad- 
emic Dean Richard Brengle 


"Dr. Roberts was very gen-

The team-teaching plan in 


vogue at Parsons will be used 
at Pershing, although adapta- 
tions will have to be made in

The extent of team teach- 


ing will depend somewhat on 
the department head, accord- 
ing to Brengle. 


The team-teaching plan in- 


volves three echelons or lev- 
els of instruction. 


Lecturers, whose salaries 


will average around $13,000, 
meet with large classes — 
sometimes several hundred 
students—one or two hours 
per week to present basic in- 
formation. 


Class discussions for groups 


of 20 or 30 students are con- 
ducted by instructors, whose 
salaries range from $7,000 to 
$9,000. 


Students who need special 


help or Who have specific 
problems get it from third- 
echelon faculty members, the 
tutors, whose salaries are be- 
tween $5,000 and $7,000. 


Essentially, 
t h e 
team- 


teaching plan enables stu- 
dents to have contact with a 
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top-level authority in the 
field, to participate in regu- 
lar classroom activities, and 
to receive more individual at- 
tention than would be possi- 
ble from one fully-scheduled 
instructor. 


Pershing, like Parsons, will 


operate 
on the trimester 


schedule. 
There will be three six- 


teen-week terms per year. 
By making use of Saturday 


mornings and by holding 
classes all 16 weeks rather 
than taking a week or two 
off for final examinations, 
the equivalent of a full se- 
mester of work will be com- 
pressed into the shorter term. 


The trimester plan makes 


it possible for the student 
who wishes to carry a full 
16-hour load year-round to 
complete baccalaureate re- 
quirements in 32 months. 


Or the student who needs 


to hold a part-time job can 
carry a 12-hour schedule and 
still be graduated in less 
than four years. 


Cost of attending school at 


Pershing is lower than at any 
other four-year private col- 
lege in the state, according 
to McCain. 


Total cost for a full-time 


student is $700 per trimester 
including tuition,

room with bath. 
Paid student 
applications 
have been received from stu- 


dents in 21 states as of Aug. 
26. 


McCain and Brengle admit 
that their recruiting efforts 
have been aimed largely at 
the populous eastern states, 
and they would like to have 
more than the 39 students 
registered -so far from Ne- 
braska. 


Pershing will not hesitate 


to accept "second-chance" 
students — those who have 
been unsuccessful in other 
colleges — provided t h a t 
there is evidence to indicate 
future success. 


"This does not mean that 


our standards will be low," 
McCain warned. "Students 
who fail to maintain A 2.0 
(C) average will be placed 
on scholastic probation, and 
if they do not remove their 
probationary status, they will 
be separated from the col- 
lege.' 
Although accreditation to 


the North Central Assn. can- 
not be achieved until a col- 
lege has graduates, Pershing 


has received assurance that 
its students will be accepted 
for transfer to the University 
of Nebraska and the state 
colleges on the condition the 
student continue to maintain 
an average of at least 2.0 in 
the new institution. 


Several other colleges have 
agreed to accept transfers 
from Pershing unconditional- 
ly.

Faculty members will be 


hired on a two-trimester per 
year basis — two terms of 
teaching and one off. 


The two teaching terms will

Adkins Defends Regent 
Scholarship Program 


University of Nebraska Regent Richard K. Adkins of 
Osmond says he interirrets pail of recent criticism of NlJ’s 
proposed 1987-89 budget by Omaha Sen. Clifton Batehelder 
as "an attack on the Integrity of the Board of Regents in 
the operation of the so-called Regent Scholarship Program." 
A proponent of higher tul 
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tions and not-so-large public 
subsidies for the University, 
Batehelder accused the insti­ 
tution’s m a n a g e m e n t of 
"making use of an unauthor­ 
ized scholarship p r o g r a m 
amounting to approximately 
$500,000." 
By this method, the Oma­ 
ha solon claimed, the Uni­ 
versity caused Its enrolment 
to expand, accelerating pres­ 
sure on the Legislature for 
larger appropriations. 
Adkins said the R e g e n t 
Scholarship program "is op­ 
erated under authority grant­ 
ed 37 years ago by the Ne­ 
braska Legislature. It is not 
a new program." 
Under this grant, Regents 
can waive or refund fees of 
academically 
talented 
stu­ 
dents or those in financial 
need 
who 
show 
scholastic 
promise. 
Adkins told Batehelder, by 
letter, the program now pro­ 
vides 
scholarships 
for 
600 
students annually-—300 fresh­ 
men and 300 upperclassmen. 
The 
dollar value of th e 
waived 
tuition 
Is 
$175,000 
yearly. 
Too, NU operates t h r e e 


other programs involving tui­ 
tion waivers for certain stu­ 
dents, including children of 
slain servicemen, with an an­ 
nual dollar value of $50,700.

mers ago. Novitt had set up 
a telescope in a vacant lot 
to see if he could spot a 
satellite during daylight He 
picked up a bright object 
traveling too fast to be a 
satellite. It soon was joined 
by a second object. Fascin- 
ated, he watched the two ob- 
jects descend until they near- 
ly reached the ground 
He 


he spot and found 
ants. 


He wondered what these 


giant swarms would look like 
at night if they could glow. 


To find out he g l u e d 24 


ante around the outside of a 
ping pong hall. He added a 
charge of electricity and sus- 
pended 
the ball from the 


ceiling of his home laboratory. 


Sure e n o u g h , when ne 


cranked the generator the en- 
tire ball seemed to glow with 
a dim blue light. The bodies 
of the ants w e r e discern- 
ible as brighter specks of 
light as the electricity drained 
off them into space. 


"No new scientific princi- 


ples are involved," he said. 
"It is rather an application 
of a natural combination of 
the p r i n c i p l e s of three 
sciences — meteorology, phy- 
sics and entomology.

Food Bill 
Gets OK

Washington — H o u s e and 


Senate conferees have agreed 
on a food for freedom bill 
that includes an amendment 
introduced by Rep. Clair Cal- 
lan, D-Neb., to boost the re- 
sale price of feed grain com- 
modities when stocks are low. 


The current resale price is 


105% of the current loan rate 
plus carrying charges. 


Callan's amendment boosts 


this to 115% for unrestricted 
domestic sales when f e e d 
grain stocks look like they 
will dip below 25% of the an- 
nual estimated requirement. 


Resale price for wheat is 


raised to 120% plus carrying 
charges when the annual car- 
ryover is estimated to be less 
than 25%; 115% when t h e 
carryover is estimated to fall 
between 25 and 35%, and 
105% when it is over 35%. 


The effect of this amend- 


ment is to prevent the Com- 
modity C r e d i t Corporation 
from dumping its stocks on 
the market to lower prices. 


The conferees refused to 


adopt a second amendment 
of Callan which would have 
programmed a 25% carry- 
over on commodities under 
the voluntary adjustment pro- 
gram. 


"But tni*,raising of the re- 


sale prk«^ above the 105% 
level wiU have almost the 
came effect," Callan said. 


Under the new system, an 


estimate of the annual carry- 
over for the end of the mar- 
keting year will be made 
each month.

All Phases 


Dymond's career at Nation- 


al Airlines encompassed al- 
most every phase of airline 
operation. He worked as a 
mechanic, a pilot (he w a s 
rated to fly DC—4, DC—6, and 
DC-7 aircraft), and an execu- 
tive. By 1962, he was vice 
president of National A i r 
lines. 


In that year, Goldfield Con- 


solidated Mining Co., which 
owned National Airlines, pur- 
chased Frontier. Dymond was 
named the airline's new pres- 
ident. 


The situation at Frontier 


was hardly encouraging. A 
long-standing policy of "use 
it or lose it" announced plans 
to drop several Nebraska 
routes had resulted in law- 
suits and a decline in profits. 


The company was deeply in 


the red, and most of its in- 
come was from federal sub- 
tidies. 


Dymond's first act was to 


fly to Washington and an- 
nounce to the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board Frontier's desire to 
reinstate service to m a n y 
Nebraska communities. 
He 


then toured the state to e»- 
plain the situation to the peo- 
ple. Finally, plans were put 


into effect to Improve Fron- 
tier's service 


The result was a 70% in- 


crease in profits for 1962 


Frontier's federal subsidy, 


amounting to $7 million in 
1962, has been substantially 
reduced, and Dymond hopes 
that it can be eliminated with- 
in the next 18 months 


On Sept. 30, Frontier w i l l 


begin its first jet service 
route. Lincoln is included on 
the first route of the new Boe- 
ing 727. 


The progress is a tribute to 


Dj mond's e f f o r t s toward 
building the finest service pos- 
sible He has an ability to 
work with elected government 
officials He has won rapport 
between Frontier and Nebras- 
ka 


Big Business 


Despite the ob\ious advan- 


tages in modern p l a n e s and 
equipment, Dymond feels that 
the greatest change that has 
come to commercial flying in 
the past 24 years is the fact 
that airlines are now big bus- 
iness. But their biggest prob- 
lem today is education. 


"We have to educate more 


people about flying," he said. 
"Too many people have never 
flown, and one reason is that 
they don't know enough about 
it" 


In 1965, Dymond was named 


chairman of the board of 
Frontier under the airlines' 
new ownership, RKO-Gener- 
al He also continues as presi- 
dent.

a. Three hearts. Nothing 


would induce us to make a 
three-level bid in this empty 
club suit, yet with an ace 
and a total of eight points

it adequate support for a 
two bid. 


b. Two spades. This suit is 


rock-bottom for a positive 
response to an opening two 
bid. But two spades is the 
most economical 
bid you 


can make and in terms of 
high-card points you have a 
little to spare. It is stand- 
ard to give a positive re- 
sponse on as few as seven 
points, provided they include 
a quick trick. If you do not 


have a quick trick, you need 
at least eight or nine. 


c. Two no trump. Although 


we have enough points for a 
positive response, a three- 
level bid in a minor suit 
would be asking for trou- 
ble.

When partner 
opens a two bid and you are 
fortunate enough to have 
a positive or near-positive 
response, the only real ques- 
tion is which slam to play 
in. And you don't help to an- 
swer that question by bid- 
ding a moth-eaten suit.

for a no-hitter every time he 
starts a game, made his 38th 
start of the season Tuesday 
night, but again failed to 
keep his one-a-season no-hit 
streak intact. 


The D o d g e r s , however, 


overcame that obstacle, an- 
nihilating Philadelphia 11-1, as 
Koufax pitched a five-hitter 
and became a 25-game winner 
for the third time in his ca- 
reer. 


The victory enabled the 


Dodgers to maintain their 
1%-game lead in the National, 
League pennant race over the 
Pittsburgh P i r a t e s , who 
whipped San Francisco, 6-0. 


Among a list of marks Kou- 


fax has achieved, perhaps the 
most amazing is the record 
four nojhitters he has pitched 
in the past four years.

Surveyor 
To Crash 
On Moon? 


Pasadena, Calif. (UPI) — 


America's Surveyor 2 moon- 
craft 
whirled violently to- 


ward its destruction Wednes- 
day as scientists failed in at- 
tempts to halt the tumbling 
that would splatter the pic- 
ture-taking robot on the lunar 
surface. 


The spacecraft began its 


wild tumbling Tuesday night 
when one of three steering 
engines failed to fire during 
a correctional maneuver. Two 
additional attempts to fire the 
errant engine in an effort to 
stop the tumbling also ended 
In failure early Wednesday. 


Scientists and project engi- 


neers here planned to study 
what further action might be 
taken to stabilize the craft 
and, if it cannot be stabilized, 
what the alternate program 
would be until Surveyor 
reached the moon. 


"In the condition it's in 


now, unless we can get the 
engine to work, it will not 
be able to make a soft land- 
ing on the moon," a proj- 
ect 
spokesman 
said. "We 


have no idea why the engine 
doesn't work."
